THE PEACE OF 'ROUTCDE 


F 
HF.SE days of mine, as a convalescent, have not been unpleasant. 
When tile human machine is slowed up. it gives its owner much time 
n which to ponder and reflect. Tile world itself looks so much different 
o one. temporarily on the side-lines, or who may be standing still, oi 
esting. 
These are days of rest at home, in the midst of beauty—trees all 
ibout, blooming flowers and birds busy in their nest making.

There is wonderful rest in the peace of solitude, It is tar more evas­ 
ive than any medicine. The nerves sleep, without tossing. The mind 
ages excursions into books and dreams over again the aims, ambitions 
md struggles of men and women of like form and temperament. i>er- 
iaps, as this one which is for a little while divorced from tile activity 
J the street and mart. 
Returning health gives one so much reason for rendering thanks and 
or appreciating much that busyness and turmoil so often cloud.

But in the peace of solitude all beauty seems to enlarge, and take 
ipon itself greater color and fuller meaning.
